On  April  13,  1976  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reorganized  and 
re-elected  Donn  B.  Griffin  as  Chairman  of  Selectmen.  Haden  G. 
Greenhalgh  was  re-elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Clerk  of  all  Boards.  Barry  A.  Hemeon  was  re-elected  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

As  a  full-time  Board  of  Selectmen  we  are  available  to  our 
residents  daily,  either  at  Town  Hall  during  business  hours  or  by 
appointment.  This  is  not  so  under  Town  Manager  form  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 

H.  Donald  Stanford,  Building  Inspector,  retired  this  year  after 
many  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  David  Thyng  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  in  his  place.  Robert  Macllroy  retired  as  Town  Accountant 
and  has  been  replaced  by  Philip  Sherman.  Both  Mr.  Thyng  and 
Mr.  Sherman  are  working  out  well. 

We  were  all  saddened  by  the  untimely  death  of  Ruth  Titus, 
Principal  Clerk,  a  devoted  public  servant,  as  well  as  a  good  friend. 
She  has  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Martes,  who  is  doing  a 
fine  job. 

We  particularly  commend  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Juell  Buckwold 
and  Mrs.  Mary  O’Donnell,  our  Regular  Part-Time  Clerk,  for  their 
many  capabilities.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  an  able 
office  staff. 

Each  year  we  appoint  residents  to  various  Committees  as 
mandated  by  law. 

On  issues  of  major  concern  we  sometimes  appoint  additional 
Committees  made  up  of  Harwich  Citizens  who  very  often  show  a 
far  greater  sensativity  to  local  issues  than  the  so-called  outside 
professional,  usually  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer!  !  ! 

We  have  appointed  two  such  Committees  recently,  a  Capital 
Outlay  Committee  and  a  Tax  Base  Improvement  Committee. 

We  must  plan  our  economic  growth  and  provide  an  increased 
tax  base  if  we  are  to  pay  for  present  services  at  today’s  inflated 
rates  let  alone  any  additional  services.  A  few  examples;  ten  years 
ago  the  Town  budgeted  $19,700.00  for  street  lights.  This  coming 
year  the  Electric  Company  estimates  we  will  need  $49,200.00  for 
lights.  Ten  years  ago  we  budgeted  $18,900.00  for  General  Insur¬ 
ance.  In  1977  we  will  need  over  $100,000.00  for  the  same  pur- 
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pose.  In  1966  we  paid  $151,782.00  for  all  our  Protective  Services. 
In  1976  we  budgeted  $650,760.00  for  Protective  Services. 

We  don’t  believe  any  taxpayer  is  suggesting  we  give  up  street 
lights,  fire  service,  police  service  or  insuring  our  Town,  so  either 
taxes  must  be  increased  or  additional  sources  of  revenue  must  be 
found.  This  is  why  your  strong  support  for  our  Capital  Outlay 
Committee  and  our  Tax  Base  Improvement  Committee  is  needed. 

It  is  with  special  emphasis  that  we  thank  all  those  appointed 
and  elected  people  connected  with  our  Town  Government  for  their 
dedication  to  the  betterment  of  all  our  residents  through  construc¬ 
tive  work  and  suggestions. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  within  a  system  that  is  described  as  the 
most  open  form  of  democracy  today.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  spent  $3200  of  the  money 
appropriated  under  Article  64  of  1975  to  determine  ownership  of 
lands  of  owners  unknown.  These  properties  will  now  start  pro¬ 
ducing  tax  revenue  to  the  Town  and  we  are  hopeful  of  continuing 
the  project  with  an  additional  appropriation. 

Although  we  have  contacted  the  State  Tax  Commission  numer¬ 
ous  times,  we  have  yet  to  receive  approval  of  our  plan  to  comply 
with  the  Sudbury  decision. 

While  final  figures  are  not  available  at  the  time  of  this  report, 
we  believe  that  the  past  year  was  somewhat  better  as  far  as  com¬ 
mercial  construction  was  concerned.  A  number  of  commercial 
projects  was  completed  which  should  provide  more  in  tax  money 
to  the  Town  than  what  they  require  in  services.  We  are  in  hopes 
that  the  Tax  Base  Improvement  Committee  will  be  able  to  make 
recommendations  that  will  continue  this  trend. 

We  were  greatly  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Titus  who 
was  clerk  for  the  Board  for  twelve  years.  We  know  that  the  many 
Townspeople  who  knew  Mrs.  Titus  shared  our  feelings.

They 
need  your  cooperation  and  support  to  do  their  job  effectively.  So, 
to  help  us,  please  take  security  measures  in  and  around  your  home. 
Be  concerned  about  what  happens  in  your  neighborhood.  Cooper¬ 
ate  with  your  local  police  by  marking  all  valuables  through  our 
Operation  Identification  project.  Also,  join  in  on  our  Crime  Watch 
program,  especially  in  your  neighborhood.  Report  all  suspicious 
activities  and  furnish  descriptions. 

We  have  had  a  rather  busy  Bicentennial  year  with  more  than 
usual  activity.  In  addition  to  regular  police  activities  and  juvenile 
and  drug  problems,  we  had  to  contend  with  the  threat  of  Hurricane 
Belle  and  we  held  the  largest  of  the  Bicentennial  Parades  ever  held 
on  Cape  Cod. 

We  implemented  our  own  K-9  training  program  this  fall  and 
culminated  it  with  a  K-9  training  exercise  in  December  in  which 
fifteen  different  Police  Departments  and  twenty-four  dogs  partici¬ 
pated.  I  wish  to  thank  the  following  for  their  contributions  to  the 
K-9  Unit  -  the  Police  Association  for  their  donations  of  funds  for 
equipment,  etc.,  Thompsons,  Inc.  for  the  use  of  training  area  and 
also  the  Water  Department  for  use  of  a  training  area.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Civil  Defense  means  preparation  for  an  eventual  disaster,  either 
man  made  or  by  the  capricious  actions  of  nature.  This  past  fall 
we  had  the  non-event  of  the  year,  Hurricane  Belle. 

This  storm  brought  home  to  many  people  the  necessity  of 
preparation  and  stockpiling  of  foodstuffs  and  equipment  to  cope 
with  storms.  It  brought  into  play  all  the  plans  that  we  have  worked 
over  in  our  operating  centers  and  the  Seminars  held  throughout 
the  year.  Thanks  to  the  work  of  many  volunteers  we  were  well 
prepared  to  handle  this  emergency. 

During  the  past  year  we  held  a  number  of  excellent  exercises 
in  which  all  of  our  heads  of  Departments  were  present.  Manage¬ 
ment  courses  were  held  and  eight  volunteers  completed  our  Radio¬ 
logical  course.  Our  radio  operators  held  weekly  drills. 

I  was  particularly  pleased  at  the  full  cooperation  and  assist¬ 
ance  offered  when  the  hurricane  became  imminent  in  August.  I 
wish  to  thank  all  who  were  a  part  of  this  operation  during  the 
alert,  especially  the  medical  aid,  shelter,  food  and  communications 
which  made  the  job  of  evacuation  of  our  shore  area  much  easier. 
Special  thanks  to  the  schools  and  the  many  people  who  stayed  with 
us  until  the  early  morning  when  the  areas  were  cleared.  All  services 
of  the  town  were  ready  and  willing  to  assist  when  needed. 

We  acquired  a  new  10  KW  generator  from  Civil  Defense 
Headquarters  and  this  unit  was  made  portable  through  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  for  use  by  the  Town  for  emergencies.  Vari¬ 
ous  other  items  were  acquired  from  Civil  Defense  Surplus  Property 
during  the  year.  Again  my  thanks  to  all  Civil  Defense  personnel, 
all  volunteers  in  this  program  and  to  all  Town  Departments  who 
have  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Animals  from 
January  1,  1976  to  December  31,  1976. 

We  had  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  dog  bites  this  year,  with 
a  total  of  19  being  reported  to  me  this  year  against  a  total  of  25 
last  year.  Surprising  enough,  most  of  the  bites  were  owners  getting 
bitten  by  their  own  dogs.  All  dogs  were  quarantined  for  a  period 
of  ten  days  as  required  by  law,  and  were  all  found  to  be  negative 
at  the  end  of  the  ten  day  period. 

I  also  encountered  quite  a  few  wild  and  abandoned  cats  this 
year  that  had  to  be  taken  care  of.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Engineering  Department  has 
completed  the  Report  and  Plans  for  the  operation  of  the 
Town  Disposal  Site-  This  report  and  plans  were  submitted  to 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  for 
review  and  approval.  This  approval  was  received  on  Novem¬ 
ber  4,  1976. 

On  August  5,  1976,  an  approval  of  the  proposed  Septage 
Disposal  Facility  at  the  Town  Disposal  Site  was  received. 
This  facility  is  presently  under  construction  and  should  be 
completed  during  January  1977. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a  maintenance  garage  at 
the  Disposal  Site  have  been  prepared.  The  building  is  under 
construction  and  should  be  occupied  in  January  1977. 

Under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws  41  Chapter  851, 
Acts  of  1974,  sections  34  and  35,  the  Municipalities  through¬ 
out  the  Commonwealth  are  required  to  rate  and  post  the 
allowable  loads  of  all  bridges  under  their  control.  The  Engi¬ 
neering  Department  prepared  five  reports,  one  for  each  bridge 
under  the  Town’s  control.  These  reports  include  a  history, 
existing  conditions,  structural  plans,  structural  analysis  and 
rating  and  structural  photographs.  In  addition,  recommen¬ 
dations  have  been  made  as  to  load  capacity  and  maintenance 
problems. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  prepared  19  road  lay¬ 
outs  of  private  roads  for  action  by  Town  Meeting. 

The  Federally  funded  Safety  Improvement  Project  for 
various  intersections  within  the  Town  require  right-of-way 
takings  and  easements.  It  is  necessary  that  these  takings 
and  easements  be  prepared  by  the  Engineering  Department 
in  order  that  appraisals  can  be  made. 

The  Island  Pond  Cemetery  and  Harwich  municipal  water 
system  master  layout  plans  have  been  completed.  The  cem¬ 
etery  plan  shows  all  plots  keyed  to  an  index  being  prepared 
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by  the  Cemetery  Commission.  The  municipal  water  system 
plan  shows  all  mains  of  2  inch  diameter  and  up,  valves  and 
hydrants.  It  is  proposed  that  these  plans  will  be  updated  on 
a  yearly  basis. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Division  of  Waterways  for  the  repair  and  revision 
of  the  old  herring  run  at  the  Town  reservoir.  These  revisions 
are  necessary  because  of  the  extensive  spalling  of  the  con¬ 
crete. 

As  in  the  past,  the  cooperation  by  all  Town  Departments 
has  resulted  in  a  more  efficient  and  productive  operation  by 
this  Department.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town: 

The  Highway  Department  responsibility  includes  maintenance 
of  more  than  four  hundred  miles  of  streets.  About  seventy  per 
cent  of  these  are  town  owned  with  the  remainder  being  private  or 
unpaved. 

Normal  street  department  operations  includes  sweeping,  sign 
installations,  small  street  repairs,  sealcoating,  reconstruction  and 
overlay,  graveling  and  grading  of  unpaved  streets.  Sanding  and 
plowing  in  the  winter  is  a  must.  Drainage  maintenance  of  culverts 
and  storm  sewers  are  also  a  part  of  the  normal  operations.  In 
addition,  the  street  department’s  activities  include  frequent,  varied 
and  unusual  projects  covering  many  requests  from  various  town 
departments. 

A  problem  which  faces  this  department  is  the  rapid  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  rural  roads  and  bridges.  These  problems  should  receive  a 
higher  priority  of  attention.  They  were  built  for  vehicles  much 
lighter.  Many  of  these  are  inadequate  to  hold  todays  constant 
traffic  load.  We  must  not  only  for  the  future,  as  we  have  in  the 
past,  protect  and  preserve  what  we  already  have. 

If  we  allow  our  secondary  road  system  to  deteriorate  we 
will  pay  dearly  for  it  not  only  in  wasted  energy,  but  at  a  much 
higher  cost  when  the  work  is  eventually  done.  Delays  in  repairing 
and  rebuilding  streets  means  because  of  inflation,  the  cost  will  be 
much  higher  in  the  future  than  if  the  work  is  done  now. 

Like  other  departments,  we  are  under  increasing  pressure  to 
boost  productivity  in  order  to  offset  escalating  costs  that  must  be 
paid  by  the  taxpayer  and  work  measurement  is  proving  to  be  our 
strongest  tool.  Long  term  planning  is  the  answer  to  future  needs. 
We  hope  to  live  by  the  priority  set  previously  by  the  department.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  met  twice  a  month  on 
a  regular  basis  in  addition  to  special  meetings  when  indicated  by 
necessity. 

Members  of  the  Commission  actively  review  property  in¬ 
volved  in  the  State  Wetlands  Act.  Those  members  who  review 
wetland  applications  report  to  the  Commission  and  then  follow 
through  by  attending  Board  of  Appeals  hearings  to  present  the 
Commission’s  opinion.  The  Commission  is  a  very  active  board 
with  each  and  every  member  carrying  his  fair  share  of  the  work¬ 
load. 

In  accordance  with  Articles  62  and  64  of  the  1976  Town 
Warrant  the  purchase  of  the  Horton  property  in  the  Herring  River 
Reservoir  area  has  been  completed  and  the  work  of  mapping  out 
approximately  two  hundred  acres  of  land  of  owners  unknown  in 
the  Herring  River  Marsh  is  just  about  completed.  The  Harwich 
Engineering  Department  is  to  be  commended  for  their  work.  Thank 
you  to  the  Engineering  Department,  Town  Counsel  and  more  im¬ 
portantly,  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.  This  additional  two 
hundred  acres  should  bring  to  approximately  six  hundred  acres 
land  set  aside  for  conservation  in  the  Town.  This  represents  about 
4%  of  the  total  Town  acreage  of  14,342  acres. 

The  gardens  on  Sisson  Road  has  been  one  of  our  most  success¬ 
ful  proposals.  The  twenty-eight  acres  of  excellent  farmland  are 
being  put  to  the  best  use  for  the  most  number  of  people.  Harwich 
has  a  right  to  boast  of  being  one  of  the  first  to  offer  conservation 
land  for  gardening. 

Our  tree  program  will  continue  and  a  notice  will  appear  in 
the  local  papers  for  Spring  distribution.

Increases  in  revenue  for  our  Harbors  in  1976  were  $9,153.00. 
With  this  increase  in  mind  the  Committee  does  not  feel  that  a  rate 
increase  for  1977  is  needed. 

Saquatucket  channel  was  dredged  this  year,  however  we  find 
that  it  may  have  to  be  dredged  again  next  year.  Allen’s  Harbor  has 
still  not  been  dredged,  but  we  still  have  hope  for  the  following 
season. 

The  docks  at  Saquatucket  Harbor  are  beginning  to  show 
their  age.  The  Committee  feels  there  will  be  some  replacement  of 
them  yearly,  starting  this  season.  The  Committee  plans  rate  in¬ 
creases  to  cover  future  costs  of  replacement  of  docks  at  Saquatucket 
Harbor.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

For  your  approval,  we  submit  the  40th  Annual  Report  for 
the  twelve  (12)  month  period  ending  December  31,  1976. 

Briefly  we  would  like  to  acquaint  you  with  the  programs  in 
session  and  the  projects  completed  during  the  calendar  year. 

The  Water  Department  accepted  from  Mr.  Robert  Brackett 
the  gift  of  the  “Bourne”  garage  which  was  moved  to  the  Water 
Department  property  off  Chatham  Road.  The  repairs  and  renova¬ 
tion  of  this  building  were  accomplished  by  the  employees  of  the 
department. 

The  maintenance  program,  initiated  last  year,  is  continuing. 
The  BIF  electrical  equipment,  which  controls  the  automatic  pump¬ 
ing  of  the  entire  system,  is  being  repaired  and  updated.  These 
repairs  and  changes  in  the  original  equipment  are  necessitated  by 
age  and  usage. 

The  extension  of  mains  on  Bay  Road  and  Hall’s  Path  are 
completed  and  the  16"  main  on  John  Joseph  Road  has  been  started. 

The  Water  Department,  in  order  to  coincide  with  other  de¬ 
partments  in  the  Town,  will  change  from  the  calendar  to  the  fiscal 
year.  Water  bills  issued  in  January  1977  will  be  based  on  a  half 
year,  January  1977  —  June  1977,  $16.00  for  25,000  gallons.  In 
July  1977,  bills  will  be  issued  for  a  full  year,  July  1977  —  June 
1978,  $32.00  for  50,000  gallons. 

Again,  we  express  our  appreciation  to  many  dedicated  people 
who  assist  us,  Town  Officials,  Members  of  Committees,  the  Tax¬ 
payers,  and  our  faithful  employees.  We  are  grateful  for  their  con¬ 
stant  support  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  Department  of  Natural  Resources 


A  100  mph  wind  storm  early  in  February  which  shook  houses, 
broke  trees,  and  ripped  boats  from  their  moorings  was  a  bad  omen. 
Hurricane  “Belle”  came  later  and  took  its  tole  in  August  by  cur¬ 
tailing  the  recreational  boating  and  tourist  season  this  year.  High 
winds  during  the  fall  plagued  coastal  and  offshore  fishing  efforts. 
Later  we  held  our  breath  as  the  oil  tanker  ‘Argo  Merchant’  laden 
with  7.2  million  gallons  of  crude  broke  apart  on  Fishing  Rip  to 
possibly  come  ashore.  The  year  wound  up  with  a  cold  snap  freez¬ 
ing  the  harbors  solid,  pulling  pilings,  and  twisting  floats.  At  this 
writing  Saquatucket  harbor  is  in  places  12"  thick  and  the  pack  ice 
continues  to  damage.  Despite  and  due  to  these  conditions  this  de¬ 
partment  had  its  busiest  season.

Patrolling  efforts  now  include  Long  pond,  Nantucket  Sound, 
the  harbors,  Herring  river,  Pleasant  Bay,  and  Round  Cove.  The 
Town  now  has  enough  skiing  regulatory  and  swim  area  markers 
to  cover  from  Red  River  to  Herring  river  and  Long  Pond  swim¬ 
ming  areas.  These  have  definitely  helped  to  check  powerboating 
and  waterskiing  problems  along  shore. 
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The  13  commercial  fishing  boats  at  Saquatucket  marina  oc¬ 
cupy  8%  of  the  marina  slips.  The  number  and  size  of  these  boats 
are  the  basis  on  which  dredging  priority  is  determined  by  the  Army 
Corp  of  Engineers.  Those  people  who  hate  to  see  the  marina 
“ruined”  by  the  commercial  fishing  fleet  here  are  entitled  to  their 
opinion.  The  fact  is  we  need  them  as  much  as  they  need  us.  We  are 
limiting  the  number  of  commercial  fishing  vessels  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  in  permanent  slips  to  the  present  number.  Unloading  facilities 
would  be  inadequate  if  more  lobsterboats  were  added  to  the  present 
number.  The  200  mile  fishing  limit  will  become  effective  in  March. 
Eventually,  this  will  cause  more  fishing  boats  and  interests  in  Har¬ 
wich.  The  Town  should  be  thinking  in  terms  of  upgrading  and 
expanding  loading  and  offloading  facilities  for  this  native  industry. 

Andrews  river  channel  was  dredged  by  the  Army  Corp  side 
cast  dredge  during  late  June,  to  a  controlling  depth  of  6'  at  mean 
low  water.  Presently  the  channel  is  once  again  shoaling  as  the 
sandbar  continues  to  grow  further  south  and  east,  with  littoral  drift. 
The  mouth  of  Allen  harbor  channel  was  extremely  shoal  during 
the  spring  and  prompt  efforts  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town 
Engineer  allowed  this  to  be  dredged  by  dragline  from  the  west 
jetty.  However,  this  was  only  a  temporary  measure.  Controlling 
depth  at  Allen  harbor  channel  is  less  than  4.5  feet  at  mean  low 
water.  Herring  river  faces  a  similar  problem  as  a  large  sandbar 
blocks  its  entrance  during  low  tide.

2,791  bushels  of  littlenecks  were  landed  in  the  quahog  fishery. 
At  a  market  value  of  500/lb  this  is  $112,100.  This  also  beats  last 
year’s  reported  landings  by  nearly  800  bushels.  (1975  -2,009  bu. 
reported  by  shellfishermen).  2,657  lbs.  of  eels  were  reported  lan¬ 
ded  by  commercial  fishermen. 

Family  shellfishermen  had  a  good  year  too.  The  shores  of 
Allen  harbor  and  Wychmere  were  always  busy  on  digging  days 
in  warm  weather.  449  bushels  of  oysters  were  transplanted 
throughout  the  year  from  Herring  river  to  family  areas. 

Scallops  were  virtually  non-existant  this  season.  Two  days 
were  spent  exploring  Nantucket  Sound  for  the  blue-eyed  creatures 
without  luck.  Few  scallops  have  been  found  in  Pleasant  Bay. 
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Water  samplings  were  conducted  throughout  the  year.  Bucks 
pond  and  Allen  harbor  were  necessarily  closed  during  part  of  the 
year  due  to  high  bacteria  counts.  Both  areas  are  now  open  for 
swimming  and  shellfishing  after  retesting  showed  the  areas  again 
safe.

Shellfishermen  and  natural  resources  officers  met  four  times 
during  the  year  to  discuss  shellfish  matters.  The  commercial  limit 
was  reduced  to  200  lbs  of  littlenecks  per  day  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  except  where  otherwise  posted. 
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There  was  a  fair  run  of  herring  this  spring.  The  runs  could 
use  major  pruning  and  cutting  back  in  some  areas.  The  herring 
limit  is  a  dozen  live  herring  per  day  for  sport  fishing  and  one 
bushel  of  herring  per  Harwich  resident  per  week.  Alewives  may 
only  be  taken  from  the  fishways  off  Depot  Street,  North  Harwich. 

We  attended  many  many  public  meetings  throughout  the  year 
including  Coastal  Zone  Management,  208  Waste  Water  Manage¬ 
ment,  Mass.  Shellfish  Officers  Assoc.,  CCPEDC  Shellfish  Advis¬ 
ory  Committee  meetings,  as  well  as  local  committee  meetings.

Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

1976  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  Harwich  and  the  nation 
celebrated  our  country’s  200th  Birthday!  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commissioner  Richard  M.  Murphy  was  named  by  the  Selectmen  as 
Chairman  of  the  Bicentennial  Parade  Committee.  Mr.  Murphy  and 
his  large  committee  of  volunteers  arranged  for  a  gala  celebration 
on  the  last  weekend  of  September,  which  included  a  Friday  night 
soccer  game,  Saturday  afternoon  foot  race  and  bicycle  race,  Satur¬ 
day  night  concert  by  the  Harwich  Town  Band  and  a  gigantic  parade 
on  Sunday  afternoon. 

On  July  17th  and  18th  Brooks  Park  was  the  site  of  a  two-day 
Arts  and  Crafts  Fair  which  Dick  and  Linda  Rogers  sponsored  as  an 
encouragement  to  local  craftsmen  and  to  aid  the  Harwich  Fire 
Dept.  Rescue  Squad.  It  was  a  big  success  and  the  Rogers’  hope  to 
make  it  an  annual  affair. 

This  past  spring  Harwich  benefited  from  the  mutual  efforts  of 
the  Harwich  Amateur  Softball  Team  and  many  interested  towns¬ 
people  who  donated  their  time  and  equipment  to  clear  Town  land 
behind  the  Jr. -Sr.  High  School  for  a  softball  field.  Harwich  Men’s 
and  Women’s  Amateur  Softball  Teams  enjoyed  the  use  of  this  new 
field  this  summer. 

Many  Harwich  youngsters  participated  this  fall  in  Harwich’s 
first  Pass,  Punt  and  Kick  football  contest.  Commissioner  Richard 
Murphy  arranged  this  through  Manson  Motors  and  the  Ford  Motor 
Company.  Mr.  Murphy  and  a  staff  of  volunteers  held  several 
coaching  sessions  for  the  youngsters  prior  to  the  contest. 

The  Harwich  Town  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Anthony  W. 
Stevens,  will  be  two  years  old  this  coming  July  and  presently  has 
thirty-seven  members.  Eleven  performances  were  given  in  1976 
and  the  band  is  now  rehearsing  for  more  concerts  in  the  months  to 
come. 

This  Commission  again  this  year  sponsored  the  July  4th  Parade 
and  all-day  activities  in  Brooks  Park. 

Our  Summer  Recreation  Program  was  directed  this  year  by 
Eugene  Gauthier  and  was  very  well  attended  as  usual.  Included  in 
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the  Program  were  swimming  lessons,  sailing  and  boating  lessons, 
tennis  and  playground  activities.  Because  of  the  continuing  high 
interest  in  tennis  the  Commission  instituted  this  year  the  require¬ 
ment  that  Harwich  residents  and  guests  display  a  residency  sticker 
on  their  tennis  racket  to  use  the  Brooks  Park  Courts.  These  stickers 
were  given  free  of  charge  and  the  system  worked  out  satisfactorily. 
Steven  Robbins  was  Tennis  Starter  for  his  second  season  in  that 
position. 

The  Recreation  Building,  American  Legion  Building  and  our 
parks  and  ballfields  continue  to  be  greatly  utilized.  We  look  for¬ 
ward  to  another  year  of  administering  the  recreational  facilities  of 
Harwich  and  hope  all  of  our  townspeople  will  make  use  of  those 
areas  which  interest  them  most.

As  the  Town  representative  to  the  CCPECD  I  feel  that  I  must 
express  caution  in  excepting  any  of  the  CCPEDC  programs  pres¬ 
ently  underway.  Referring  to  the  208  Wastewater  Management 
and  Coastal  Zone  Management  programs,  few  outsiders  have 
either  the  time  to  study  these  massive  documents  or  the  ability  to 
understand  the  basic  deceptions  that  are  used  to  promote  these 
projects,  false  assumptions,  self  serving  alliances  between  bureau¬ 
cracies  and  plain  propaganda. 

My  concern  that  programs  such  as  these  without  economic 
justification  can  be  carried  out  only  at  a  net  loss  to  the  economic 
welfare  to  Cape  Cod.  Therefor,  we  must  concern  ourselves  that 
before  acceptance  at  the  local  level  of  these  programs  we  must  be 
assured  that  they  are  based  on  hard  facts,  not  merely  assumptions, 
inaccurate  or  incomplete  data. 

As  to  the  transportation  program  within  the  County,  I  would 
prefer  that  each  Community  Counsel  of  the  Aging  be  provided 
one  of  these  vehicles  to  operate  and  maintain  at  the  local  level. 
Experience  with  the  Harwich  Counsel  of  Aging  bus,  proves  that 
local  operation  can  and  will  satisfy  the  travel  needs  of  the  elderly. 
At  the  end  of  the  Federal  funding  program  those  Towns  in  the 
Regional  Transportation  Authority  will  be  asked  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  funding  of  the  program,  another  assessment  to 
the  already  over  burdened  property  tax. 

My  recommendation  to  you  is  that  caution  guide  any  con¬ 
sideration  to  acceptance  of  these  programs.

Report  of  the 
School  Building  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  School  Building  Committee  approaches  the 
year  1977  with  the  full  recognition  that  the  space  needs  problems 
of  the  Harwich  School  System  have  not  yet  been  fully  resolved. 
Shortage  of  space  and  overcrowding  remain  acute  at  grade  levels 
five  through  eight. 

The  Committee  has  been  constantly  confronted  with  the  frus¬ 
trating  dilemma  of  attempting  to  find  a  solution  which  is  eco- 
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nomically  palatable  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town,  while  attempt¬ 
ing  to  comply  with  State  mandated  requirements  which  render  such 
a  solution  increasingly  difficult  to  attain.  Recognizing  the  fact  that 
these  requirements  will  become  more,  rather  than  less,  onerous 
in  the  future,  and  that  the  cost  of  additional  school  construction 
would  continue  to  be  escalated  by  the  inflationary  spiral  in  the 
construction  industry,  the  Committee  concluded  that  it  had  no 
alternative  but  to  recommend  to  the  voters  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  December  of  1976  that  authorization  be  granted  for 
the  construction  of  either  a  new  Middle  School  or  an  addition  to 
the  Junior-Senior  High  School  to  house  Grades  five  through  eight. 
This  conclusion  was  further  buttressed  by  the  fact  that  there  is 
every  indication  that  the  State  Department  of  Education  intends 
to  exercise  the  power  granted  under  the  recently  adopted  Amend¬ 
ments  to  the  School  Building  Assistance  Law  to  insist  upon  a 
School  District  organization  satisfactory  to  the  State  regardless 
of  the  preferences  of  local  voters. 

Notwithstanding  the  Committee’s  failure  to  obtain  voter  ap¬ 
proval  of  one  of  the  recommended  alternative  solutions  to  the 
school  needs  problems,  the  Committee  intends  to  continue  its  efforts 
to  find  a  solution  which  is  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  is  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  assistance  rendered  to  it  by 
the  School  Committee  and  many  other  Town  officials,  the  School 
Administration  and  those  parents  and  other  Townspeople  who 
dedicated  their  time  and  efforts  in  an  attempt  to  help  the  Commit¬ 
tee  to  fulfill  its  appointed  responsibility.

As  this  report  is  being  written,  the  Disposal  Area  improve¬ 
ments  are  underway.  The  reason  for  the  delay  was  made  to  wait 
until  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  gave 
final  approval  for  the  project.  Once  that  approval  was  received 
the  bids  were  let  and  construction  commenced. 

For  the  fiscal  period  ’76  -  ’77  the  Board  of  Health  conducted 
Health  Clinics  and  provided  Health  Services  as  in  previous  years. 
The  Federal  Swine-Flu  vaccination  went  smoothly  and  nearly 
1,000  Harwich  residents  were  processed.  Our  Town  Nurses,  Mrs. 
Mary  Scannell  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Kelley,  handled  all  the  Clinic 
and  also  provided  shots  for  shut-ins  and  others  at  the  regular 
Wednesday  clinic,  as  well  as  regular  nursing  duties. 

Water  quality  sampling  continues  to  show  good  quality  drink¬ 
ing  water,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  period  of  closing  for  Sand 
Pond,  all  bathing  beaches  under  Town  control  were  well  above 
standards. 

Our  thanks  to  Board  of  Health  Agents,  Mr.  David  Thyng  and 
his  Assistant,  the  venerable  Mr.  Jack  Martin:  County  Sanitarians, 
Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  and  Mr.  Stetson  Hall,  and  District  Health 
Officer,  Mr.  Paul  T.  Anderson.

This  service  is  available  to  all  people  of  the  town,  regardless 
of  age.

9  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  during  which  time  you  may  call  and  leave  mes¬ 
sages.  The  phone  number  is  432-1307. 

Charlotte  Morey,  former  Harwich  Selectman,  graciously  serves 
as  receptionist  during  office  hours  on  Wednesday  mornings. 

A  ramp  has  been  installed  at  the  rear  of  the  building  for  use 
by  all  patients,  especially  those  who  use  wheel-chairs.

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 


FOR  SIX  MONTHS  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1976 

The  staff  has  been  finding  it  difficult  to  carry  on  existing 
programs,  and  keep  up  with  the  impact  of  health  planning 
agencies,  local  human  services  committees,  grant  proposals 
from  community  interests  relating  to  health,  requests  for 
consultation  and  for  committee  participation. 

Specialized  instruction  in  the  performance  of  additional 
tests  in  water  chemistry,  learning  to  use  the  new  laboratory 
equipment,  and  sharing  in  conferences  with  the  “208”  waste 
water  study  have  taken  much  time  and  effort.  The  position 
of  sanitary  inspector  funded  by  CETA  (Comprehensive  Em¬ 
ployment  Training  Act)  was  terminated  in  May.  We  were 
fortunate  in  hiring  a  registered  sanitarian  to  succeed  him 
immediately,  and  who  could  work  through  the  summer  period. 
Occasional  workshops  have  been  held  with  the  town  health 
agents  and  this  department.  Environmental  health  protec¬ 
tion  continues  to  be  a  major  service. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  Directors  have  provided  super¬ 
vision  to  seven  Home  Health  Agencies,  attending  quarterly 
record  reviews,  serving  ex-officio  on  their  professional  ad¬ 
visory  committees,  attending  the  one  day  and  two  day  surveys 
for  re-certification  under  Medicare.  They  assisted  in  the 
selection  and  orientation  of  new  community  nurses  in  two 
towns  and  in  one  school.  A  continuing  education  course 
“The  Community  Nurse  is  the  Leader  —  Her  Role  and  Re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  Home  Visit”  was  well  attended,  33  nurses 
received  credit  for  1.4  Continuing  Education  Units  from  the 
Massachusetts  Nurses  Association.  One  nurse  director  has 
served  on  the  Continuing  Care  Committee  of  Cape  Cod  Hos¬ 
pital,  the  Heart  Association  professional  education  commit¬ 
tee,  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  Medical  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  College  Geriatric  Aide  Course  Advisory 
Committee.  Lectures  have  been  given  on  communicable  di¬ 
seases  and  personal  care  in  the  orientation  course  for  the 
Cape  Cod  Homemaker-Home  Health  Aide  Service.  One  di- 
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rector  served  on  a  town  government  study  committee,  and 
completed  a  course  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health 
in  nurse  leadership  and  management  with  particular  refer¬ 
ence  to  school  health  services.  Responsibility  for  the  epi¬ 
demiological  aspects  of  the  state  tuberculosis  clinic  and  for 
all  communicable  diseases  is  a  continued  one  and  to  some 
extent,  is  jointly  shared  with  the  registered  sanitarians.  One 
public  health  nurse  director  continues  to  direct  a  five  member 
staff  and  coordinate  the  management  of  the  State  Handi¬ 
capped  Childrens  Clinic  in  this  area,  and  coordinates  the 
group  day  care  center  inspection  activities. 

Medical  Social  Services  are  provided,  directly  to  the 
Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  families  on  a  continued  basis, 
and  also  to  any  person  or  family  on  request.  Consultation 
and  conferences  with  other  agencies  in  the  county  and  else¬ 
where  have  led  to  the  fulfillment  of  several  requests,  such  as 
approval  for  admission  to  special  schools  and  services,  funds 
for  homemakers  and  specialized  care  at  home.  Joint  plan¬ 
ning  continues  on  a  regular  basis  with  day  care  operators, 
school  special  needs  counsellors,  the  collaborative  staff,  school 
nurses  and  psychologists. 

Dental  Hygiene  services  are  still  focussed  on  the  young 
child  of  pre-school  and  elementary  age.  As  requested  by 
individual  schools  and  pre-schools,  direct  services  of  screen¬ 
ing,  topical  fluoride  application,  and  education  are  provided. 
An  affiliation  experience  for  the  dental  hygiene  students  at 
Cape  Cod  Community  College  is  now  available  here,  with 
instruction  and  supervision  provided  on  a  weekly  basis,  how¬ 
ever  this  is  dependent  on  the  approval  of  each  school  system 
involved. 

The  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  is  held  twice  each 
month,  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital  in  Pocasset,  with  a 
caseload  of  over  330  children,  ages  from  birth  to  21  years. 
Because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  referrals,  and  the 
complexity  and  seriousness  of  most  diagnoses,  additional  clinic 
sessions  are  being  scheduled.  The  medical  staff  includes:

A  public  health  physical  therapist,  medical  social  worker, 
and  three  secretaries  complete  the  team.  The  position  of 
occupational  therapist,  funded  by  CETA  was  terminated  in 
May,  there  has  been  no  provision  for  a  replacement.  The 
team  has  access  to  other  services  and  staff  assistance,  through 
the  Division  of  Family  Health  Services  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  responsibility  for  recommending  licensure  for  Group 
Day  Care  Centers  continues  to  increase.  The  State  Office  for 
Children  is  re-writing  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  such  centers,  and  a  final  draft  will  soon  be  completed 
and  interpreted  to  the  day  care  center  operators.  In  addition 
to  stricter  standards  by  the  State  Building  Code  there  is 
greater  parent  involvement  and  consumer  interest.  Because 
of  our  wide  involvement  in  many  children’s  services,  we  feel 
that  it  is  important  for  us  to  continue  in  this  field. 

We  also  continue  to  provide  “promotion  of  health”  and 
“prevention  of  disease”  and  the  “public  health  viewpoint” 
through  consultation  services,  board  membership  and  com¬ 
mittee  participation,  such  as,  with  Elder  Services  of  Cape  & 
Islands,  with  the  Area  Hospital  Council,  the  Nurse  Directors 
Committee,  the  Associated  Boards  of  Health,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Mental  Health  and  Mental  Health  Association, 
Family  and  Children’s  Services,  the  local  Office  for  Children 
and  Child  Development  Program  Inc.,  the  Cape  Cod  Com¬ 
munity  Council,  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  and  the 
Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Agency.  We  endeavor  to 
support  the  medical  community  and  to  prepare  for  the  most 
efficient,  economical,  compassionate  provision  and  system  for 
the  delivery  of  health  services.

The  Citizens  of  Harwich 

The  number  of  elderly  served  by  the  Council  on  Aging 
passed  the  2,000  mark  this  year,  growing  as  the  population 
of  Harwich  grows.  In  July  we  had  a  change  in  the  staff  when 
Mrs.  Beatrice  Mason  (“Bunny”),  who  as  our  first  director  set 
the  pattern  for  our  operating  procedures,  resigned  after 
five  years  of  service,  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Dudley  Briggs 
(Louise). 

As  in  the  past,  volunteers  have  been  the  backbone  of  the 
agency.  Harwich  has  one  of  the  best  Councils  serving  the 
elderly  and  much  of  the  success  is  due  to  the  great  number 
of  volunteers  who  participate  in  its  operation.  Volunteers 
cover  the  desk  and  the  phone  daily  giving  information  and 
referring  folk  to  other  resources.  Every  Tuesday  two  qualified 
experts  (volunteers)  assist  without  charge  folk  who  come  to 
the  Center  for  help  with  Medicare  and  medical  insurance 
problems. 

Once  a  month  a  representative  from  the  Social  Security 
Administration  has  office  hours  at  the  Albro  House  saving 
our  people  the  time  and  trouble  of  driving  to  Hyannis. 

The  program  of  the  Council  includes  instruction  classes 
in  Craft  work,  painting,  and  a  group  which  studies  the 
changing  weather  of  the  Cape  under  the  guidance  of  an  ex¬ 
pert  from  the  U.S.  Weather  Bureau.  Day  bus  trips  to  points 
of  interest,  theaters  and  baseball  games  in  Boston,  Moon¬ 
light  cruises,  from  our  local  Harbor  and  a  monthly  luncheon 
at  a  local  restaurant  for  which  each  person  pays  his  own  way 
are  also  popular.  A  monthly  news  letter  prepared  and  mailed 
by  volunteers  keeps  everyone  posted  on  events. 

Operation  Reassurance  is  operated  in  cooperation  with 
the  Police  Department.  Elderly  folk  living  alone  indicate  to 
the  Police  that  they  would  like  to  be  checked  by  phone  daily 
and  they  give  the  Police  information  as  to  next  of  kin,  doc¬ 
tor’s  name,  medication  used  etc.  and  every  day,  seven  days  a 
week  a  volunteer  from  the  Council  makes  these  calls.  If  there 
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is  trouble  or  if  there  is  no  answer  the  cruiser  goes  to  the 
home  to  check. 

The  Harwich  Council  operates  on  a  more  modest  budget 
than  Councils  our  size.  We  have  no  Federal  funding  or  State 
funding. 

Affiliated  with  the  Council  is  a  travel  club:  The  Harwich 
Wayfarers,  which  arranges  trips  for  elderly  all  over  the  world. 
They  too  operate  with  volunteers  and  make  no  demands  on 
the  Council  for  funding.  They  do,  however  make  generous 
contributions  to  the  Friends  of  Albro  House  from  time  to 
time.  The  trips  go  to  such  far  away  places  as  Italy,  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Isles,  Bermuda,  Hawaii,  and  the  South  Pacific.  This  group 
also  plans  for  overnight  trips  to  Boston  and  for  Fall  Foliage 
trips. 

The  ability  of  the  Council  to  offer  such  a  broad  range  of 
services  is  enhanced  by  a  Charitable  non-profit  Massachu¬ 
setts  corporation,  The  Friends  of  Albro  House.  This  organi¬ 
zation  is  funded  by  gifts  in  memory  of  departed  dear  ones 
and  by  other  gifts  ranging  from  25tf  to  several  dollars  from 
citizens  of  Harwich.  The  IRS  provides  that  gifts  to  this  entity 
are  tax  exempt  to  the  donor.  The  Friends  of  Albro  House  sup¬ 
port  all  manner  of  programs  from  making  up  deficits  in  Coun¬ 
cil  Program  costs  to  providing  needed  equipment.  It  also 
operates  a  bus  which  takes  seniors  who  can  no  longer  drive 
or  who  have  need  of  transportation  on  shopping  trips  with 
door  to  door  service.  The  service  is  free  and  the  bus  was  a 
gift  to  this  Charitable  Corporation  by  the  Harwich-Dennis 
Rotary  Club.  Gasoline  has  been  provided  by  a  local  public 
spirited  citizen  and  by  the  Cape  Cod  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank. 
All  the  drivers  are  volunteers  who  have  been  tested  by  the 
Police  Department  and  every  trip  carries  a  spare  driver  aide, 
also  a  volunteer.  The  dispatchers  who  check  daily  with  po¬ 
tential  riders  making  up  the  trips  are  also  volunteers.  Once 
or  twice  a  year  a  major  drive  for  funds  is  made  in  the  nature 
of  a  raffle  or  fair  or  similar  event.  Other  volunteers  work  all 
year  long  in  an  organization  of  men  and  women  who  produce 
hand  crafted  articles  and  wooden  novelties  such  as  the  fam¬ 
ous  Harwich  Puzzle.  These  people  are  the  Albro  Crafters  who 
work  as  a  part  of  the  Friends  of  Albro  House  to  make  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  Harwich  Council  on  Aging  to  do  the  outstanding 
job  it  does  without  becoming  a  burden  on  the  Harwich  tax 
rate. 
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We  urge  every  citizen  of  Harwich  to  drop  in  and  become 
acquainted.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Due  in  part  to  the  unselfish  efforts  of  the  elected  and  unpaid 
appointed  official  family  of  the  Town,  we  have,  since  the  1972 
acceptance  of  our  revised  Zoning  By-laws,  effectively  controlled 
development  in  a  desirable  direction  and  consistent  with  acceptable 
land  suitability  uses.  Now  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  energy 
and  resource  conservation  and  its  relationship  with  development 
and  growth.  Serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  allow  new  and 
alternative  forms  of  development  within  the  Town,  such  as  cluster, 
planned  unit  development  and  multi-family  housing  in  selected 
and  appropriate  areas.  The  need  to  conserve  our  energy  and  land 
resources  from  a  planning  position  means  that  serious  consideration 
be  given  to  reducing  the  need  for  lengthy  and  costly  road  construc¬ 
tion  in  subdivision  projects  and  also  the  enormous  expenditures  of 
your  tax  dollars  that  go  into  maintaining  and  servicing  these  roads 
on  a  year  round  basis.  We  as  a  community  have  reached  a  position 
where  expenditures  for  services  and  revenue  from  local  property 
taxes  dictate  that  we  increase  our  revenue  base  through  develop¬ 
ment  that  will  actively  return  substantial  tax  revenue  to  the  Town, 
we  cannot  continue  to  provide  the  services  that  the  Town  is  con¬ 
stantly  called  upon  to  provide  unless  we  do.  The  Board  has  actively 
sought  means  to  do  this  by  developing  standards  to  revitalize  the 
areas  commonly  known  as  the  Belmont  and  Snow  Inn  areas  in  the 
RH-2  districts. 

Our  recommendations  for  change  in  these  areas  require  your 
support  as  they  will  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  community  as  a 
whole. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Appeals  in  discussing  community  problems  with  the  Planning 
Board  during  the  year  was  greatly  appreciated  and  beneficial.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  accepted  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan  submitted  by  the  Personnel  Board  which 
generally  recommended  a  4%  increase  for  the  wages  of  those  Town 
employee  positions  listed  on  the  Plan.  However,  the  Article  which 
funded  this  increase  together  with  pay  raises  for  the  police,  fire  and 
service  employees  was  indefinitely  postponed.  At  the  Fall  1976 
Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  sponsored  an  Article  which 
funded  a  4%  increase  only  for  the  employees  under  its  jurisdiction 
and  this  Article  was  accepted  by  the  voters. 

The  Board  is  awaiting  the  results  of  negotiations  between  the 
town  and  unions  representing  the  various  groups  of  town  employees 
prior  to  concluding  its  work  on  the  Classification  and  Compensa¬ 
tion  Plan  for  fiscal  year  1978.  Some  minor  changes  to  the  vacation 
leave  provisions  of  the  Personnel  By-Law  are  also  being  considered. 

Your  members  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  town 
agencies  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Town  Counsel 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Calendar  year  1976  was  an  active  one  for  the  Town  Legal 
Department.  During  this  period,  the  town  became  a  party  to  legal 
proceedings  in  eighteen  new  cases.  Of  those  eighteen  cases,  nine 
have  been  terminated  at  this  writing;  six  of  the  nine  terminated 
cases  were  concluded  favorably  to  the  town;  two  unfavorably  to 
the  town  and  one  case  involved  a  decision  in  the  nature  of  declara- 
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tory  judgment  wherein  the  town  sought  only  to  have  the  court 
determine  its  legal  rights.  There  are  fourteen  cases  from  past  years 
still  pending  to  which  the  town  is  a  party. 

The  legal  work  necessary  to  complete  the  sixteen  road  takings 
voted  in  1976  has  been  completed  as  well  as  the  legal  work  con¬ 
nected  with  several  gifts  of  land  which  the  town  received  from 
generous  donors  for  conservation  purposes.  Legal  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  acquisition  by  the  town  of  the  cemetery  at  Harwich 
Port,  formerly  the  property  of  the  Harwich  Port  Cemetery  Asso¬ 
ciation,  was  also  finished  this  year.  Title  work  on  four  hundred 
acres  of  marshland  at  Herring  River  has  been  completed  and  a 
taking  of  approximately  two  hundred  of  those  four  hundred  acres 
approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  made  probably 
before  this  report  is  printed  in  the  town  reports. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  my  office  rendered  nineteen 
written  opinions  on  various  legal  questions  posed  by  town  depart¬ 
ments  and  agencies  as  well  as  numerous  oral  opinions,  conferences 
and  advice  including  assistance  in  the  preparation  and  drafting  of  a 
total  of  seven  proposed  zoning  by-law  amendments. 

My  office  devotes  every  Wednesday  to  town  legal  matters,  and 
I  am  available  at  Town  Hall  on  that  day  by  appointment  through 
the  Selectmen  to  handle  the  numerous  general  legal  problems  which 
occur  on  a  regular  basis. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  of  the  town  officials  with 
whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  this  past  year.  Their 
collective  desire  to  work  cooperatively  with  one  another  and  my¬ 
self  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  have  made  my  job  a  much 
more  pleasant  and  less  difficult  task  than  it  might  otherwise  have 
been,  and  I  look  forward  to  working  with  them  in  the  future  to¬ 
ward  the  same  goals  and  with  the  same  good  spirit.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  an  open  town  meeting,  I  am 
following  the  precedent  set  by  the  past  moderator  by  using  this 
report  as  a  means  of  bringing  voter  attention  to  some  of  the  more 
important  rules  governing  our  town  meeting  procedure.  They  are 
as  follows: 

1)  A  quorum,  300  registered  voters,  must  be  present 
in  order  to  conduct  business.  The  only  motion  in 
order  when  no  quorum  is  present  is  a  motion  to  ad¬ 
journ. 

2)  A  motion  requesting  the  raising  of  monies  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  means  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  requires 
vote  by  secret  ballot. 

3)  All  motions  introduced  at4he  town  meeting  shall  be 
in  writing  when  required  by  the  moderator. 

4)  Voters  are  limited  to  two  times  speaking  on  any  one 
question;  the  total  time  speaking  not  to  exceed  10 
minutes  without  leave  at  the  meeting. 

5 )  Only  registered  voters  shall  occupy  the  meeting 
“floor”. 

6)  No  voter  will  be  allowed  to  speak  until  he  is  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  moderator. 

7)  Motions  requiring  more  than  a  simple  majority  to 
pass; 

a)  to  amend  the  existing  town  by-laws  (except  the 
Personnel  By-law  —  2/3  majority. 

b)  to  reconsider  a  vote  on  a  motion  —  %  ma¬ 
jority  (this  motion  must  be  made  prior  to  the 
next  adjournment  of  the  meeting). 

c)  to  consider  articles  in  an  order  other  than  as 
appears  in  the  warrant  —  2/3  majority. 

d)  to  pay  unpaid  bills  —  4/5  majority  at  the  an¬ 
nual  town  meeting  —  9/10  majority  at  a  spe¬ 
cial  town  meeting. 

e)  to  move  the  previous  question  (terminate  de¬ 
bate)  2/3  majority. 
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It  is  ray  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  the  source  of  our 
procedural  rules  can  be  updated  and  I  have  submitted  an  article 
in  this  year’s  warrant  to  that  effect.

Regular  meetings  of  the  Cemetery  Commission  were  held  on 
the  second  Sunday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  Police  Sta¬ 
tion. 


The  major  accomplishment  of  1976  was  the  completion  of 
an  up-to-date  map  of  our  16-acre  Island  Pond  Cemetery,  which  in¬ 
cludes  Pond  Grove  cremation  interment  area.  The  new  map  was 
finalized  after  more  than  eighteen  months  of  research  and  field 
work  in  cooperation  with  the  Town  Engineer  and  his  department. 

Other  accomplishments  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery  in  Harwich 
Center  include:  hot-mixing  two  streets,  Oak  Avenue  and  Old  Cart 
Road;  and  loaming  and  grading  much  of  the  newly  developed  area.

The  Harwich  Golf  Commission  has  established  new  policies 
in  the  past  two  years  that  will  insure  success  for  all  future  golf 
commissions.  And  this  success  will  keep  the  promise  made  to  the 
townspeople  at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting;  that  this  golf 
course  was  approved  and  constructed  to  be  beneficial  to  all  the 
townspeople,  whether  they  be  golfers  or  not.

Trustees  of  Brooks  Free  Library 


The  continued  vitality  of  Brooks  Free  Library  was  marred 
by  the  tragic  theft  of  March  31st,  of  the  56  statues  from  the  63 
of  the  Roger’s  group  collection  held  by  the  library  in  the  lovely 
Doane  Room.  To  date  no  information  whatsoever  has  turned  up 
concerning  the  disposition  of  the  statues  or  the  identity  of  the 
thieves.  As  a  result  of  the  break-in,  all  the  drapes  on  the  lower 
floor  of  the  building  had  to  be  replaced.  Thanks  to  the  generosity 
of  The  Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library,  an  interested  individual, 
and  a  transfer  from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  new  drapes  were  acquired  and  the  locks  on  the  glass 
display  cases  in  the  Doane  Room  were  repaired. 
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Otherwise  1976  was  a  successful  year  for  Brooks  Free  Li¬ 
brary.  Patron  use  increased  to  the  extent  that  the  Trustees  recom¬ 
mended  15  more  library  hours  open  each  week;  thus  the  library 
is  now  open,  10-4  P.M.  every  day  except  Sunday,  plus  7-9  P.M., 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  Also,  with  volunteer  staff,  Sun¬ 
days  from  2-4  P.M.,  during  January,  February,  and  March.  The 
building  continues  to  be  used  by  civic  and  professional  groups  for 
small  meetings. 

The  Trustees  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude  additional 
gifts  of  money  to  the  Lyman  Fund  (by  John  H.  Lyman),  to  the 
Mitchell  Fund,  and  to  the  Harder  Fund.  They  are  also  pleased 
to  announce  the  receipt  of  a  grant  from  L.S.C.A.  of  funding  for  a 
special  “living  history”  project.  Special  thanks  are  due,  too,  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  continued  aid  and  cooperation,  dis¬ 
plays,  and  gifts;  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  for  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  Children’s  Programs;  the  Harwich  Garden  Club  for  weekly 
floral  arrangements,  and  their  substantial  gift  of  money  for  hor¬ 
ticultural  books;  and  for  various  memorial  monies  and  books. 

The  Staff  and  Trustees  attended  several  professional  meetings 
during  the  year.  Six  regular  and  two  special  meetings  were  held. 
It  was  voted  to  change  the  dates  of  the  regular  meetings  to  the 
first  Wednesday  of  alternate  months  beginning  in  January,  1977. 
In  accordance  with  town  regulations,  dates  of  these  meetings  are 
posted  in  the  Town  Office. 

We  have  had  a  rewarding  year  and  look  forward  to  providing 
continued  service  to  the  people  of  Harwich.

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Librarian’s  Report 


It  has  been  an  interesting  year  at  Brooks  Free  Library  as  our 
horizons  of  library  service  were  widened  by  two  grants.  The  town 
of  Harwich  was  given  an  LSCA  Enrichment  Grant  and  with  its 
share  Brooks  Free  Library  has  started  a  Living  History  Collection 
with  recorders,  tapes  and  fireproof  filing  cabinet.  This  is  an  on¬ 
going  program  or  recording  reminiscences,  copying  documents, 
diaries,  papers  and  pictures  which  are  loaned  to  us.  The  other 
grant,  sought  in  cooperation  with  the  libraries  of  Brewster,  Eastham 
and  Orleans  was  given  for  the  purchase  of  Large  Type  material. 
Each  of  the  libraries  purchased  Large  Print  books  and  after  6-9 
months,  these  books  will  be  rotated  among  the  four  libraries  so  that 
fresh  titles  will  be  available  for  the  growing  number  of  large  print 
readers.  Both  of  these  grants  were  funded  through  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Bureau  of  Library  Extension. 

We  have  had  an  increasing  number  of  activities  in  the  library  - 
special  programs  hosted  by  the  Friends  of  Brooks  Library,  film  and 
story  hours  for  youngsters,  a  Book  Club  for  juvenile  readers,  Gene¬ 
alogical  Meetings  and  Art  Exhibits  from  the  Eastern  Region  as  well 
as  from  local  artists.  The  monthly  poetry  readings  by  Frederick 
Laidlaw  and  the  exhibits  by  the  Friends  have  been  special  attract¬ 
ions. 

Although  we’d  love  to  have  every  book  every  patron  wanted, 
we  are  grateful  that  we  are  able  to  call  upon  the  Eastern  Region  for 
loans  of  special  material,  deposits  of  book  collections,  films  and 
reference  material.  We,  of  course,  have  been  steadily  building  our 
own  reference  collection,  including,  for  the  first  time,  Standard  & 
Poor’s  Directory  of  Corporations. 

It’s  hard  to  thank  so  many  people  and  groups  who  have  donat¬ 
ed  flowers,  books,  magazines,  time  and  that  precious  ingredient  - 
interest,  but  we  are  very  aware  of  the  close  community  support. 

As  of  December  31,  1976,  the  number  of  books  in  the  library 
included  18057  adult  and  5963  juvenile  titles  making  a  total  of 
24,020  books.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Technical  High  School  District 


Cape  Cod  Tech,  only  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  has 
come  a  long  way  since  that  memorable  day  in  September  of  1975. 

As  I  indicated  last  year,  we  did  make  some  changes  in  the 
academic  program  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  transition 
from  an  open,  individually  guided  program  of  studies  with  learn¬ 
ing  activity  packages,  to  the  more  traditional  teacher/textbook 
method  of  operation  was  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring 
great  credit  to  the  students,  teachers,  School  Committee  members 
and  administrators  who  worked  many  long  hours  to  bring  this  to 
pass.  The  lessons  learned  in  that  transformation  last  year  have 
made  our  program  of  studies  this  year  in  the  academic  area  operate 
as  though  we  had  been  in  business  for  years. 

Another  area  of  great  growth  during  that  first  year  of  opera¬ 
tion  was  in  the  vocational  shop  areas.  The  first  four  months  of 
the  school  year,  as  you  will  remember,  were  devoted  to  an  explora¬ 
tory  program  for  freshmen  and  sophomore  students  and  as  of 
January  5th,  upon  their  return  from  Christmas  vacation,  all  stu¬ 
dents  were  finally  assigned  to  the  department  of  their  choice  for 
the  most  part  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  students  from  eleven 
different  towns  blending  themselves  into  twenty  separate  and  dis¬ 
tinct  vocational  programs.  When  one  spends  fifty  per  cent  of  his 
time  in  school  with  the  same  group  of  students,  such  as  is  done 
in  a  vocational  school,  very  close  associations  are  developed,  and 
a  new  spirit  was  noticed  among  the  students. 

Our  first  graduation,  June  6,  1976,  was  a  memorable  one  and 
the  Yearbook  was  dedicated  to  the  School  Committee  members, 
present  and  past.  One  hundred  forty-two  students  graduated  from 
Cape  Cod  Tech  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  twenty-four  of 
them  chose  to  come  back  to  further  their  studies  as  they  had  had 
only  one  year  of  vocational  education,  having  transferred  from  an 
academic  high  school.  The  school  year  ended  on  June  17th  and 
I  think  if  you  listened  carefully  you  could  have  heard  a  sigh  of 
relief.  It  was  a  rewarding  year,  but  we  did  have  our  trials  and 
tribulations. 

All  of  our  departments  have  been  actively  involved  with  in- 
house  changes  and  with  customers  from  each  of  our  eleven  towns. 
Many  citizens  from  our  member  towns  have  taken  the  opportunity 
to  visit  our  school  and  while  here  they  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
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visit  the  Cosmetology  shop,  the  Culinary  Arts  Dining  Room,  our 
Distributive  Education  store,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  them  as 
we  need  this  kind  of  assistance  for  our  students  to  be  better  pre¬ 
pared  in  their  trade. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Cape  Cod  Consortium,  made  up  of  Finance  Committee  mem¬ 
bers  from  each  of  the  sending  towns,  for  the  patience  and  under¬ 
standing  in  the  developing  of  budgets  for  a  school  that  went  from 
zero  students  to  979  in  September  of  1975. 

We  had  some  changes  in  our  School  Committee  membership 
this  year: 

David  Brownville,  from  the  Town  of  Brewster  resigned 
and  his  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Anne  D.  Blatz.  David  was 
an  original  member  of  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  Committee  and  the 
rest  of  the  committee  members  thank  him  for  his  valuable 
assistance  in  the  development  of  this  school. 

Frederick  Dunford,  from  Harwich,  resigned  because  of 
his  professional  responsibilities  and  he  was  ably  replaced  by 
Jesse  J.  Morgan,  former  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the 
Town  of  Harwich. 

C.  W.  Matthews  Tudor  replaced  Jean  Weinig  from  Truro. 

James  H.  Quirk,  Jr.,  replaced  Richard  O.  Staff  from  the 
Town  of  Yarmouth. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  members  who 
are  no  longer  with  us  and  to  give  a  sincere  welcome  to  those  new 
members  who  are  now  part  of  this  22-member  committee. 

We  are  contemplating  the  introduction  of  an  Adult  Education 
program  during  the  Spring  of  1977  and  we  hope  it  is  as  successful 
as  it  is  in  all  the  other  vocational  schools  throughout  the  state.  In 
most  cases  they  have  more  people  attending  their  adult  programs 
than  day  time  students. 

We  again  want  to  thank  the  people  from  the  Retired  Senior 
Volunteer  Program  here  on  Cape  Cod.  We  have  had  excellent 
people  working  with  us  this  year  and  a  vote  of  thanks  must  also  go 
to  the  C.E.T.A.  people  for  the  fine  works  they  have  sent  us  during 
these  past  two  years. 

Our  Superintendent-Director,  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  will  be 
very  glad  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  regarding  our 
programs.

In  areas  bordering  on 
inland  water,  swamp,  marsh  or  wetland,  no  building  or  structure 
except  a  bridge  shall  be  located  closer  than  50  ft.  from  mean  water 
level  (as  determined  by  USCGS)  or  closer  than  50  ft.  from  any 
swamp,  marsh,  or  wetland;  provided,  however  no  multi-family 
dwelling  shall  be  located  closer  than  100  ft.  from  any  such  mean 
water  level,  swamp,  marsh  or  wetland.”

SUMMARY 

SECTION  1  of  the  act  inserts  a  new  chapter  164B  into  the 
General  Laws  and  establishes  a  Massachusetts  Power  Authority,  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  with  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  staggered  six  year  terms.  The  Authority  is  to  establish 
and  operate  a  bulk  power  supply  system  to  supply  wholesale  elec¬ 
tric  power  to  utilities  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The  primary 
purpose  of  the  Authority  is  to  supply  the  Commonwealth  with 
power  with  the  minimum  adverse  impact  on  the  environment.  The 
Authority  is  also  authorized  to  engage  in  research  and  development 
of  new  sources  of  power,  new  siting  techniques,  and  methods  of 
environmental  protection. 

In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  the  Authority  is  authorized 
to  adopt  by-laws;  adopt  an  official  seal;  maintain  offices;  sue  and  be 
sued;  construct  or  acquire  facilities  either  within  or  without  the 
Commonwealth;  issue  revenue  bonds  and  borrow  money  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  issuance  of  revenue  bonds;  acquire  real  and  personal  pro¬ 
perty;  employ  professional,  managerial  and  other  employees 
deemed  necessary  and  fix  their  compensation  to  be  paid  solely  out 
of  revenues  of  the  Authority;  appear  before  other  government 
agencies;  apply  for  and  receive  federal  or  other  grants  of  funds;  and 
enter  into  contracts  and  agreements. 

The  Authority  will  build  and  operate  all  new  generating  and 
transmissions  facilities  in  the  Commonwealth  and  has  the  option  to 
purchase  existing  facilities  through  negotiation,  condemnation,  or 
eminent  domain.  After  an  initial  two-year  period,  no  other  utility 
may  construct  a  new  facility  unless  the  Authority  certifies  that  it 
lacks  the  capability  to  finance  the  facility  and  the  facility  would 
further  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

The  Authority  will  finance  its  activities  by  issuing  revenue 
bonds.  The  bonds  will  be  exempt  from  state  taxation,  but  will  not 
be  backed  by  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth.  Pow¬ 
er  will  be  sold  to  other  utilities  by  contract  but  no  special  discounts 
or  bonuses  to  promote  the  increased  use  of  power  may  be  given. 
Public  hearings  are  required  on  all  major  contracts.

The  Authority  is  required  to  develop  a  master,  20  year  de¬ 
mand  study  and  siting  plan  within  18  months  of  its  incorporation  to 
be  updated  each  succeding  year.  Sites  will  be  selected  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Electric  Power  Facilities  Siting  Council  Act  of  1973. 
The  Governor  and  the  community  in  which  any  facility  is  to  be 
located  must  affirmatively  approve  the  facility  before  it  can  be  con¬ 
structed. 

The  Authority  will  be  subject  to  all  applicable  federal  and 
state  environmental  standards  and  must  obtain  all  necessary  federal 
and  state  permits  and  complete  all  necessary  environmental  impact 
statements. 

The  Authority  will  be  exempt  from  taxation  but  will  make 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  cities  and  towns  in  an  amount  equal  to 
the  tax  which  would  be  paid  if  the  Authority’s  real  and  personal 
property  were  owned  by  a  private  electric  utility  company. 

The  Authority  is  forbidden  from  engaging  in  promotional  or 
image  advertising.  The  Authority  has  the  authority  to  bargain 
collectively  with  its  employees  and  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  150  of  the  General  Laws,  which  governs  the  conciliation 
and  arbitration  of  industrial  disputes.  Employees  of  the  Authority 
are  not  subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules.  Employees  of 
utilities  displaced  by  the  activities  of  the  Authority  have  first  pre¬ 
ference  in  employment  by  the  Authority. 

SECTION  2  of  the  act  amends  section  43  of  Chapter  164  of 
the  General  Laws  to  provide  that  if  a  city  or  town  votes,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  164,  to  establish  a  municipal 
utility  and  acquire  the  facilities  of  the  utility  currently  serving  the 
community,  and  the  utility  refuses  to  sell  its  property  to  the  city  or 
town,  that  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  will  establish  a  fair 
price  for  the  facilities,  and  the  utility  will  be  required  to  accept  the 
price  determined  by  the  department  and  tender  the  deed  for  the 
facilities  to  the  city  or  town.

The  proposed  legislation  would  prohibit  the  possession,  own¬ 
ership,  or  sale  of  any  weapon  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be 
discharged  and  which  has  a  barrel  length  of  less  than  sixteen  inches. 
The  prohibition  would  not  apply  to  military  personnel,  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers,  federally  licensed  handgun  manufacturers  and  whole¬ 
salers,  common  carriers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  transport  or  to 
historical  societies  and  museums.  The  act  would  not  affect  the  pos¬ 
session  of  rifles,  shotguns,  and  certain  antiques  and  replicas.  The 
proposal  also  does  not  change  the  existing  statutory  penalties  for 
unlawful  possession,  ownership  or  sale  of  handguns,  including  pro¬ 
visions  imposing  mandatory  jail  sentences. 

The  proposal  would  permit  owners  of  handguns  to  surrender 
their  weapons  to  any  law  enforcement  agency  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  within  six  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the  act  without  in¬ 
curring  criminal  liability.

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SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
December  2,  1976 

The  Town  of  Harwich  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to 
order  in  the  High  School  Gymnasium,  Oak  Street,  Harwich,  by  the 
Moderator,  Michael  D.  Ford,  at  7:30  P.M.;  then  immediately  re¬ 
cessed  until  those  voters  waiting  in  the  lobby  could  be  checked  by 
the  Registrars  before  entering  the  Gymnasium.  A  total  of  1519 
registered  voters  were  present;  our  quorum  requirement  is  300. 
Microphones  were  installed  in  the  lobby  so  that  those  in  the  lobby 
could  follow  the  meeting.  The  meeting  opened  at  8:15  P.M. 

The  Rev.  Fr.  James  R.  Nickel  gave  the  invocation.  The  Warrant 
and  Return  of  the  Warrant  were  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Gordon 
R.  Eldredge;  there  being  no  objection,  the  reading  of  the  articles 
was  dispensed  with  and  the  meeting  proceeded. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  the  procedures  to  be  followed 
at  the  meeting  would  remain  as  outlined  in  the  Town  By-Laws.  For 
this  meeting,  there  was  no  section  for  non-voters;  all  available  seat¬ 
ing  having  been  used  for  registered  voters.  Mr.  Charles  S.  Mc¬ 
Laughlin,  Jr.  was  appointed  and  sworn  in  to  serve  as  Assistant 
Moderator  by  Mr.  Ford  so  that  those  standing  in  the  lobby  could  be 
recognized  and  come  into  the  hall  if  they  wished  to  speak.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


The  Harwich  School  Committee  would  like  to  express  its  grati¬ 
tude  here  to  Robert  D.  Hall,  Esq.  for  his  ten  years  of  invaluable 
contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Committee,  to  the  schools,  the 
children  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  Committee 
is  grateful,  as  well,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  departments, 
administration,  staff  and  employees  for  cooperation  extended  to  the 
School  System  during  1976. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  schools  of  Harwich  have  im¬ 
proved  with  each  year  and  we  work  to  that  purpose.  Our  collective 
aim  is  to  add  wherever  possible  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching 
methods  employed  within  the  system,  at  the  same  time  utilizing 
programs  which  combine  proven  traditional  approaches  with  those 
of  a  more  current,  innovative  nature.  In  Harwich  a  return  to  the 
emphasis  on  basic  subjects,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  was 
begun  several  years  before  the  idea  gained  national  favor.  At  the 
same  time  we  have  gradually  instituted  some  of  the  better  features 
of  the  more  recent  trends  which  seek  to  reach  those  students  who 
were  perhaps  not  learning  under  older  methods. 

Space  continues  to  be  a  matter  of  concern  to  the  Committee 
and,  in  light  of  the  present  economic  situation,  it  is  apparent  that 
this  concern  will  continue  to  occupy  the  Committee.  We  are  pres¬ 
ently  exploring  several  courses  of  action,  one  or  more  of  which  may 
prove  to  be  helpful. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind  we  have  carefully  prepared  our 
budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  working  very  hard  to  stay  within 
the  bounds  of  a  no-increase  operating  budget.  We  feel  we  have 
succeeded.  Beyond  that  everything  is  dependent  on  the  outcome  of 
the  salary  negotiations. 

The  Committee  is  mindful  of  the  taxpayers’  great  concern  for 
economy.  We  have  seven  buildings  to  maintain  and  operate  and  in 
these  inflationary  times  a  budget  with  no  operating  increase  re¬ 
quired  careful  attention. 

The  Committee  is  mindful  also  of  the  parents’  concern  and 
desire  for  a  good  solid  educational  experience  for  their  children, 
parents  who  want  their  children  to  be  prepared,  after  12  years  of 
school  in  Harwich,  for  jobs,  for  further  education,  for  life  in  the 
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community.  Your  School  Committee  pledges  itself  to  continue  to 
strive  for  these  goals,  in  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  progress  and  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  during  the  past  year. 

We  are  told  that  history  repeats  itself  and  a  truly  educated 
society  profits  by  its  mistakes.  Recent  history,  1954-56  Town  Re¬ 
ports,  support  this  premise  convincingly. 

A.  Space  Needs  — 

“The  need  for  improvement  and  additional  space  for  grades 
7-12  is  not  a  new  proposition  but  is  one  of  increasing  acuteness.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  approximately  275  pupils  housed  at  the 
High  School  and  Brooks  Academy.  It  is  likely  that  within  ten  years 
we  shall  have  at  least  one-third  more  pupils  in  grades  7-12  than  we 
have  now,  or  approximately  370  pupils”. 

This  excerpt  from  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent  in  the  1956 
Town  Report  could  well  apply  today.  Twenty  years  later  we  still 
have  the  same  problems,  although  the  numbers  differ,  and  no  solu¬ 
tion  is  in  sight.  This  administration  has  spent  considerable  time 
compiling  information,  meeting  with  various  organizations,  gaining 
various  State  agency  approvals  in  an  effort  to  solve  space  problems. 

B.  Special  Education  —  Chapter  766  — 

The  remedial  class  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Alberta 
Wicks  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  overall 
school  program.  Here  above  all  the  growth  of  the  learner 
must  be  the  primary  consideration.  Slow  learners  need 
slow  teaching,  slow  patient  repetitive  presentation  of  the 
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facts  and  methods  that  may  be  grasped  more  quickly  by 
the  faster  learning  child.  Furthermore,  having  the  same 
emotional  hungers  they  need  and  respond  to  inclusion  in 
the  social  and  emotional  climate  of  the  school  as  much  as 
they  need  the  special  attention  of  smaller  classes  and  spe¬ 
cialized  teaching.  Taking  into  account  these  particular 
needs  we  are  offering  a  constructive  program  of  special 
education. 

1954  —  Town  Report 

Harwich  was  a  pioneer  in  establishing  services  for  children 
with  special  needs.  Last  year,  Ch.  766  made  it  legal  and  binding 
that  we  not  only  identify  children  but  plan  individualized  programs 
to  meet  their  needs.  Although  we  concur  that  every  community 
should  be  cognizant  of  its  responsibilities  to  handicapped  children 
we  object  to  the  proliferation  of  “mandates  without  concimitant 
funding”.  As  we  stated  last  year  in  our  report,  in  order  to  imple¬ 
ment  Ch.  766  it  has  been  necessary  to  add  new  personnel  to  our 
staff.  It  is  our  hope  that  mastery  learning  strategies  for  individua¬ 
lized  instruction  will  graudally  increase  the  skill  of  classroom  teach¬ 
ers,  thereby  decreasing  the  need  for  as  many  specialists. 

Individualized  Instruction  /  Mastery  Learning  — 

During  the  month  of  October,  I  had  opportunities  to  visit 
all  the  classrooms  in  the  first  six  grades  to  observe  the 
teaching  of  reading,  to  study  the  children  who  are  having 
reading  problems,  and  to  help  with  child  growth  in  the 
direction  of  improved  reading  habits,  abilities,  and  atti¬ 
tudes.  I  have  also  had  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  the 
Harwich  P.T.A.  on  the  subject  of  reading  and  have  had  a 
reading  consultant  from  the  Row,  Peterson  Company 
speak  to  the  teachers  at  a  meeting.  I  find  excellent  prog¬ 
ress  being  made  in  the  reading  field  and  attention  being 
given  to  individual  needs,  abilities,  and  interests.  During 
November,  I  have  been  carrying  on  a  diagnostic  testing  * 
program  to  determine  ability  and  achievement  levels  of 
various  children  and  have  been  finding  ways  to  help  meet 
the  needs  of  the  students  tested. 

1954  —  Town  Report 

For  many  years  we  have  tried  to  assist  teachers  in  developing 
skills  to  enable  them  to  raise  the  motivation  and  achievement  level 
of  children.  If  we  accept  that  learning  is  a  change  that  results  from 
experience  and  the  equation  motivation  X  ability  —  achievement 
then  we  must  persist. 
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Schools  have  been  charged  with  experimentalism  because  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  few  years  “test”  scores  have  declined  in  many  com¬ 
munities.  To  be  sure  many  of  our  recent  staff  graduated  from 
colleges  where  strife  and  turmoil  were  daily  happenstances.  We 
have  also  become  over-dependent  on  television  for  our  news,  our 
amusement  and  our  pastime.  In  addition  we  are  educating  many 
youngsters  from  broken  homes  who  have  not  had  the  opportunities 
we  ourselves  had  in  the  past. 

The  School  Committee  concerned  with  these  factors  restated 
their  philosophy  in  April  of  1976  in  order  that  everyone  have  a 
steadying  course  to  follow.  We  feel  it  should  appear  in  this  report. 

The  Harwich  Public  Schools  are  dedicated  to  a  goal  of  indivi¬ 
dualized  instruction.  The  basic  learner  goal  of  individualized  in¬ 
struction  is  mastery  learning.  Mastery  learning  implies  that  instruc¬ 
tion  is  sufficiently  supplied  and  reinforced  to  insure  that  what  is 
learned  will  be  retained.  It  also  implies  that  what  is  learned  can  be 
utilized  as  a  sequential  step  to  further  learning,  and  that  the 
learner  will  experience  satisfaction  and  reward  in  the  self-directed 
utilization  of  mastered  skills. 

The  teacher  goal  of  individualization  is  to  facilitate  a  match 
between  learner  mode,  ability  and  the  learner’s  objectives  through 
the  implementation  of  a  relevant  sequential  curriculum  and  appro¬ 
priate  learning  materials. 

Instructional  design  goals  are  based  on  a  structure  of: 

1 .  Pre-assessment  to  determine  learner  needs 

2.  Considerations  of  varying  learner  modes 

3.  Utilization  of  diversified  instructional  materials  and  strate¬ 
gies  and 

4.  Past  assessment  to  determine  progress  and  re-define  needs. 

The  following  highlights  submitted  by  other  members  of  the 
administration  team  will  serve  to  further  illuminate  this  report. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  —  K-4 

In  an  attempt  to  highlight  the  happenings  at  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School,  we  are  this  year  continu¬ 
ing  a  discussion  of  the  Early  Education  Center.  Next  year  we  will 
highlight  the  first  grade  level. 

This  year  the  Early  Education  Center  is  providing  several 
alternative  programs  for  the  children  of  Harwich.  The  Level  I  pro¬ 
gram  provides  an  individualized  pre-kindergarten  experience  for 
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children  from  3-6  years  old  who  have  demonstrated  special  needs. 
The  Level  II  program  is  the  traditional  Kindergarten  program  for 
children  from  5-7  years  old  who  receive  highly  individualized  in¬ 
struction. 

At  their  skill/ability  level,  the  Level  III  program  offers  an  ex¬ 
tended  day  program  for  children  who  at  the  end  of  their  Kinder¬ 
garten  year  did  not  demonstrate  readiness  skills  appropriate  for  first 
grade  entrance.  This  program  offers  highly  individualized  instruc¬ 
tion  for  these  students  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  experience  a 
full  day  schedule.  The  Level  III  students  benefit  from  a  program 
of  intergration  and  exchange  with  a  first  grade  which  is  housed 
close  to  the  Early  Education  Center.  The  children  within  all  these 
programs  have  the  opportunity  to  work  and  share  experiences  with 
children  who  vary  in  age,  skills  and  interests.  This  opportunity  is 
one  about  which  the  staff  and  students  are  very  enthusiastic. 

The  Early  Education  Staff  is  comprised  of  5  teachers  who 
screen  all  students  in  order  to  assess  their  individual  skills  and  in¬ 
terests.  This  information  facilitates  the  developing  and  implemen¬ 
tation  of  the  educational  programs  for  the  students.  Throughout 
the  year  the  Staff  post  screens  and,  where  appropriate,  provides 
additional  testing  in  order  to  tailor  the  Early  Education  Center’s 
curriculum  to  each  child.  Weekly  staff  meetings  allow  for  an  ex¬ 
change  between  the  staff  and  an  opportunity  to  review  and  evaluate 
each  child’s  progress  and  needs. 

The  Early  Education  Center  receives  supportive  services  from 
the  motor,  speech,  and  psychological  specialists  within  the  Pupil 
Personnel  Services  Department  of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School. 
The  Staff  meets  with  the  appropriate  specialist  to  develop,  review 
and  evaluate  any  services  which  a  child  is  receiving.  This  profes¬ 
sional  cooperation  contributes  to  the  developing  of  truly  individua¬ 
lized  programs  for  these  students. 

In  addition  the  Early  Education  Center  provides  a  field  site  for 
aide  trainees  from  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School. 
The  trainees  assist  the  teachers  and  the  students  with  many  projects 
and  in  turn,  have  the  opportunity  to  observe  and  work  with  children 
of  varying  ages. 

The  parents  of  the  students  in  the  Early  Education  Center  are 
encouraged  to  visit  and  participate  within  the  programs.  Each  par¬ 
ent  has  a  special  visiting  day  and  two  scheduled  conferences  a  year. 
The  Level  II  parents  have  organized  a  Planning  Committee  from 
year  to  year  which  plans  and  puts  on  several  fund  raising  programs 
for  a  Scholarship  Fund  for  this  year’s  class. 
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MIDDLE  SCHOOL  —  GRADE  5-8 

Curriculum: 

1.  In  the  Harwich  Intermediate  School  Federal  funds  have 
been  used  to  place  an  additional  certified  teacher  in  our  regular 
teams  to  assist  in  the  instruction  of  reading,  language  arts  and  math. 
This  has  allowed  students  a  much  greater  opportunity  for  individual 
assistance. 

2.  Basic  skill  areas  are  being  stressed  as  evidenced  by  the 
impressive  improvement  in  the  Iowa  Achievement  Test  scores. 

3.  Two  years  ago  Harwich  was  fortunate  to  be  one  of  three 
towns  in  Massachusetts  to  receive  a  Federal  grant  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  junior  high  career  education  program.  In  a  few  words 
the  goal  is  to  show  our  students  how  solid  basic  education  relates 
to  the  world  of  work  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  begin  to  develop  an 
awareness  in  our  young  people  of  the  personal  qualities,  skills  and 
training  required  in  a  constantly  changing  job  market. 

Our  students  are  learning  in  the  classroom  and  also  outside  of 
the  classroom  thanks  to  many  members  of  our  business  and  retired 
community.  Student  Shadows  spend  several  hours  to  a  full  day  with 
adults  who  have  expertise  and  experience  in  a  particular  career  field. 
Many  are  involved  with  “Senior  Volunteers”  in  a  monthly  radio 
broadcast  on  WVLC.  In  a  weekly  series,  students  interview  career 
education  guest  speakers  and,  with  community  guidance,  they  man¬ 
age  the  operation  of  the  “Rolling  Emporium”  —  the  school  store. 
These  and  many  other  activities  are  assisting  young  people  to  realize 
the  way  in  which  classroom  skills  are  used  in  the  working  world. 

4.  A  course  in  dramatics  is  being  offered  to  each  student  in 
grades  five  and  six. 

5.  In  grades  five  through  eight  a  basic  middle  school  philoso¬ 
phy  regarding  exploratory  experiences  is  being  blended  with  a  firm 
and  structured  approach  in  the  three  “R’s”. 

6.  Health  is  no  longer  taught  as  a  separate  subject.  It  is  now 
integrated  wih  science  and  home  economics.  This  change  was  due 
to  increased  enrollment  and  lack  of  classroom  space. 

7.  The  Fountain  Valley  Testing  Program  continues  to  spell 
out  the  goals  and  objectives  expected  to  be  covered  in  the  areas  of 
language  arts,  reading  and  mathematics.  This  testing  program,  along 
with  our  own  performance  objectives,  ensures  a  structured  program 
that  meets  the  individual  needs  of  our  students. 

8.  French  continues  to  be  offered  to  all  eighth  graders.  The 
course  is  taught  on  two  levels  of  approach:  college  preparatory  and 
conversational-cultural. 
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9.  Team  teaching  continues  to  be  stressed.  The  size  of  the 
teams  are  being  decreased  in  order  to  ensure  that  teachers  have  a 
chance  to  get  to  know  their  students,  and  therefore,  be  fully  aware 
of  individual  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

10.  The  intermediate  school  library  continues  to  be  staffed 
by  very  capable  parent  volunteers. 

Student  and  Parental  Development: 

1 .  We  continue  to  have  a  formal  junior  high  Student  Council. 
In  the  intermediate  school  the  principal  meets  informally  with  stu¬ 
dents  chosen  by  their  homeroom  peers. 

2.  There  is  a  parent  advisory  group  for  the  Middle  School. 
It  meets  once  a  month  and  is  open  to  any  interested  person. 

3.  A  group  of  interested  parents  is  meeting  to  discuss  and 
study  the  feasibility  of  regionalization  with  Chatham. 

Special  Emphasis: 

1.  Basic  skill  areas  such  as  reading,  writing  and  math  are 
stressed  without  losing  sight  of  exploratory  experiences  so  necessary 
for  youngsters  of  this  age. 

2.  We  are  continuing  to  strive  to  meet  the  individual  needs 
of  our  students,  both  academically  and  emotionally. 

3.  We  are  striving  to  find  better  ways  to  handle  the  tremen¬ 
dous  handicap  we  are  placed  under  as  a  result  of  severe  over¬ 
crowding. 

Future  Plans: 

We  continue  to  be  concerned  about  the  quality  of  certain  pro¬ 
grams  under  the  present  physical  conditions  that  exist  in  the  five 
through  eight  level.  Our  physical  education,  music,  art,  home  eco¬ 
nomics  and  vocational  education  programs  are  greatly  impaired. 
We  have  virtually  no  library  program  at  the  junior  high  school  level. 

Serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  safety  hazards  that 
exist  in  the  intermediate  school. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  Town  Meeting,  there  must  be  immedi¬ 
ate  short-range  solutions  to  our  unsafe  and  overcrowded  situation. 
At  the  same  time,  long-range  planning  must  continue. 

We  will  do  our  very  best  to  continue  our  philosophy  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  flexible,  child-centered,  exploratory  and  exciting  educa¬ 
tional  approach  to  our  middle  school  students. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  —  GRADES  9-12 
NEASC  Evaluation  Preparation 

On  October  26,  27  &  28,  1977,  some  twenty  educators  from 
throughout  New  England  will  be  visiting  the  high  school.  Their 
tasks  will  be  to  evaluate  all  aspects  of  our  programs,  facilities,  serv¬ 
ices  and  philosophy  and  objectives. 

Preparations  for  the  evaluation  have  been  going  on  for  better 
than  two  years.  During  the  1976-77  school  year,  the  balance  of 
the  preparation  work  will  be  completed. 

Staff  sub-committees  have  been  and  are  presently  self-evalua¬ 
ting  some  twenty-six  different  aspects  of  our  school.  Both  parents 
and  students  are  being  involved,  through  the  use  of  questionnaires, 
in  the  evaluation  process.  Ten  of  twenty-six  self-evaluations  have 
been  completed. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  accre¬ 
dits  schools  for  periods  up  to  ten  years.  Harwich  High  was  last 
evaulated  and  subsequently  accredited  in  1967. 

New  Courses 

A  course  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  has  been  added  to  the 
curriculum.  The  course  is  offered  to  seniors  as  an  alternative  to 
Physics.  Because  of  the  large  number  of  students  requesting  the 
course,  two  divisions  were  created  to  meet  their  needs.  The  course 
is  specifically  designed  for  those  people  planning  to  enter  fields  re¬ 
lated  to  medicine. 

An  Economics  course  for  seniors  has  been  added  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum.  The  course  is  specifically  designed  to  better  prepare  stu¬ 
dents  to  be  able  to  understand  and  deal  with  everyday  living  relative 
to  our  economy. 

A  new  course  in  Psychology  of  Literature  is  being  offered  to 
Seniors. 

Future  Plans 

Two  Career  Education  courses  are  in  the  process  of  being 
written  by  the  home  economics  teachers.  The  courses  in  restaurant 
and  health  careers  will  be  available  to  juniors  and  seniors  beginning 
September,  1977. 

Plans  are  underway  to  develop  evaluation  instruments  with 
which  the  proficiency  of  our  students  in  math,  reading,  communica¬ 
tions  and  the  business  world  can  be  measured.  Courses  and/or 
remedial  classes  will  be  established  to  strengthen  those  areas  where 
needed. 
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Word  About  The  Students 

The  students  at  the  high  school  are  a  fine  group  of  young 
people  to  work  with.  They  and  their  parents  are  to  be  commended 
for  making  it  possible  for  a  productive  and  healthy  atmosphere  to 
exist  here  at  Harwich  High  School. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL 

This  Department  provides  special  services  to  educationally 
handicapped  children  in  the  Harwich  Schools.  During  the  1975-76 
school  year  628  children  were  referred  by  teachers,  parents,  and 
administrators  for  examination  and  special  instruction,  counselling, 
or  health  care.  Of  these  children  with  special  needs,  86  were 
served  by  modified  educational  programs  within  normal  classes,  301 
were  provided  more  intensive  supplemental  instruction  and/or 
counselling  by  specialized  teachers  and  school  counsellors.  This 
proportion  of  identified  handicapped  children  is  consistent  with  the 
15  to  20  percent  expected  incidence  projected  by  the  State. 

Only  44  of  these  children  were  segregated  from  normal  classes 
for  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  schoolday.  This  distribution  of 
services  represents  a  shift  away  from  the  traditional  types  of 
segregated  special  education  toward  more  integrated  services  within 
the  normal  school  program.  Accordingly,  our  school  specialists  are 
increasingly  used  as  resource  personnel  to  support  teachers  making 
prescribed  provisions  for  specific  children  with  identified  needs. 
All  services  and  procedures  are  required  by  State  regulations. 

An  objective  assessment  of  the  academic  progress  achieved  by 
all  educationally  handicapped  children  provided  special  services  in¬ 
dicates  an  average  rate  of  advancement  which  exceeds  the  normal 
expectancy  by  25  %  in  reading  and  equals  the  normal  expectance 
in  spelling  and  arithmetic.  An  analysis  of  tested  achievement  with¬ 
in  each  special  program  shows  that  approximately  one-third  of  the 
children  served  annually  are  remediated  and  dismissed,  one-third 
remain  dependent  upon  special  services  to  sustain  normal  progress 
near  grade  level,  and  one-third  continue  subnormal  advancement 
below  grade  level. 

Without  expansion  of  our  staff,  services  were  provided  to  10 
percent  more  children  during  1975-76  and  the  duration  of  these 
services  per  child  was  increased  32  percent.  This  intensification  of 
services  is  accomplished  by  increasing  the  specialist/pupil  ratio 
from  under  2  to  over  3  children  during  each  teaching  period.  Des¬ 
pite  this  enlargement  of  instructional  groups,  the  average  academic 
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progress  of  enrolled  children  exceeded  the  advancement  during 
previous  years. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  School  Committee.  In  particular,  I  would  like  to  thank 
Robert  Hall,  Esq.  who  has  retired  from  Committee  service  for  his 
past  support  and  encouragement.  My  thanks  also  to  all  of  the 
school  system  employees,  cooperative  Town  officials  and  suppor¬ 
tive  parents  who  have  contributed  to  the  progress  of  the  schools 
over  the  past  year.

Weekly  vacation  pay 
for  full-time  hourly-paid  employees  is  based  on  forty
